The best news in years for Tarzan comic fans 
is that Gold Key has unlocked the door that has 
kept Korak, the son of Tarzan, a prisoner these 
past thirty-one years (his last appearance in a 
"comic strip" was on July 31, 1932 in the Siind^ 
page by Hal Foster) and he will make his debut 
in Gold Key's TARZAN #139, Nov. -Dec, issue. The 
ustial ten page story that featured "Boy" in each 
issue of TARZAN will be taken over by Korak. At 
long last, fans have seen the last of that off- 
spring of a Johnny Weissmuller movie plot, who's 
conception has been a constant irritation to ERB 
fans these past several years. However, "Boy"is 
not going to be dropped or killed off, Korak is 
simply replacing him. In the first episode Korsk 
will mention Chat he is no longer "Boy", that he 
has grown up and is now known as Korak. He will 
appear to be about 14 years of age. Jesse ^tarsh 
will do the initial Korak adventure strip. And 
that ain't alll!! Also for release from Gold 
Key in November will be the first issue of KO- 
RAK, THE SON OF TARZAN comic magazine! With Russ 
Manning illustrating! And there is a very good 
possibility that the first issue will be an ad- 
aptation of the Burroughs book! 

And still more good news! JOHN CARTER OF MARS 
will return this fall in his own comic magazine 
as still another "new" Gold Key publication! It 
will be Carter's third appearance in a magazine 
of his own and his eighth appearance in a comic 
format.

Quote from letter from Hulbert Burroughs: 
"There have been rumors circulating among Bur- 
roughs fans that E,R.B. was not the author of 
SKELETON MEN OF JUPITER, THE SCIENTISTS REVOLT, 
and J0}1N CARTER AND THE GIANT -OF MARS. .1 know 
conclusively that he wrote the first two' of the 
above stories. THE SCIENTISTS REVOLT, as you 
know, had a working title called "BP/JARE!" and 
was written in August of 1922. 

"SKELETON ^^EN’ OF JUPITER was written in Octo- 
ber and November of 1941, in Honolulu, T. H. be- 
fore the Jap attack on Pearl Harbor. 

"In the case of JOHN CARTER AND THE GIANT OF 
MARS, I cannot be as definitive in my opinion as 
on the other two stories; but our records show 
that the manuscript of JOHN CARTER AND THE GI- 
ANT OF 1!ARS was mailed from this Office in 1940, 
we were paid for the story by Amazing Stories, 
and it was published under the name of Edgar Rice 
Burroughs. Although I cannot find the original 
manuscript, I have no reason to believe that ny 
Dad didn't write it."

"The mosC complete and Informative essay on Burroughs that we have seen" was the comment of Henry 
Hardy Heins in his monumental A Golden Anniversary Bibliography of Edgar Rice Burroughs in which 
he reviewed dozens of articles on that great master of sclentiric romance. The article to which 
he referred was a 6,000-word piece entitled "The Amazing Edgar Rice Burroughs" published in Satel- 
lite Science Fiction for October, 1958, one of a series on great science fiction writers written 
by Sam Moskowltz, and now gathered into a permanent synoptic history of the development of science 
fiction — EDS'LORERS OF THE IhTT^'ITE, a recently published hard-cover book. 

Sam Moskowltz, a Burroughs Bibliophile himself and a long-time admirer of that author, has expand- 
ed and retltled the chapter, "To Barsoom and Back with Edgar Rice Burroughs," which establishes 
Burroughs' place in the pantheon of science fiction greats. In this chapter and throughout many 
of the other chapters of the book, Burroughs’ important role in the development of science fiction 
is given the fairest, most sympathetic treatment he has yet received.
